SLEARSSDYS cal Words, his thankful Senſe 
of. *Tis enough to obſerve to you, that it was 
from a Deſign of UtNatns upon his Life. This 
the next Verſe ſheweth : 0 God, the Proud are ri- 
ſen up againſt me, and the 4ſſemblies of Violent men 
have ſought after my Soul, and haye not ſet Thee 
before them. And, the Deliverance we are now 
met to Commemorate, being of the ſame nature ; 
it being from an Horrible Conſpiracy of Blood- 
B chirlty 
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thirſty People , both Foreigners and our own 
Countrymen, againſt our King and his King- 
doms ; His Majefty from a Barbarous Aſſaſſmation, 
and all his good Subjefts not only from the Lol 
of him, who is the very Breath of our Noſtrils, but 
alſo from a moſt Formidable Invaſion ready to 
totlow it : I (ay, this being the Deliverance which 
God Almighty, in His undeſerv'd and infinite 
Goodneſs, hath ww ſent us, [ take the Words [ 
have read to you, to be a Subject very proper to 
Employ our Thoughts on, upon this joyful Oc- 
caſion. Twill Praiſe Thee, O Lord my God, with all 
my beart, and I Will Glorifie Thy Name for evermore : 
For Great i thy Mercy towards me ; and Thou haſt deli- 
-vered iy Soul (or Life) from the Grave. Or, Great 
is Thy Mercy towards me, in delivering my Life 
trom the Grave. 

The Return which this Pious King here makes 
ro his Great Deliverer, was the Engaging hims- 
ſelf to Praiſe Him for his Deliverance with all his 
heart, and to Glorifie His Name for evermore, And 
the Example of this as Good as Great Man, are 
We bound to follow ; tho' we need no Example 
co excite us to make the ſame Return for Our 
Deliverance, which is as great a one as bis could 
be; it being a moſt neceſſary and indiſpenſable 
Duty, thus to Expreſs our Gratitude, for far leſs 
Expreſs 
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Expreſſions of the Divine Grace and Favour. 


[n the handling of theſe words, I will endea-

11. That we are under che moſt neceſſary Oblis 
gation thus ro do, for our Deliverances, 
and, conſequently, for our other Bleſſings. 


tl, What is implied in Praiſms God (the Lord our 
God) with all onr bearts, and Glorifying His Name. 
I joyn thele rwo together, becaule they are one 
and the ſame thing ; as God Himſelf ſaith, P/al. 
JO. 23. Whoſo ofro Praiſe, Glorifieth me. And 
Glorifying God's Name is expreſſed by Singing 
forth the bouour of bis Name, and making His Praiſe 
glorious, Plal. 66. 2. 

L need not inform thoſe, who are not groſly 
ignorant of the Divine Nature, that 'tis impoſſible 
to make any Addition to the Divine Glory and 
Praiſe. There is no greater Contradiction, than 
that che Glory of an infinitely-Glorious Being is 
capable of the leaſt augmentation or diminution. 
Bur if a greater could be, it would be this, thar ir 
| lieth in the power of any Creatwe to add there» 
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ro or leſſen ic. To Glorifie God, therefore, is to 
make His Glory ( His Eflential Glory) to be 
more known. obſerv'd, and ackuowleds'd. And by 
His Eſſential Glory, His Glorious PerfcFions are 
to be underſtood ; ſuch as His Power, Wiſdom, 
Lighteouſneſs, Holinels, and Goodneſs, Thus 
doth God Almighty Glorifie Himſelf, namely, by 
diſplaying His Perfe&tions, and making Men and 
Angels behold them, in their Admirable Effe&s. 
And Rational Beings do Glorifie Him, by declaring 
ſuch Effects, and their affecting Senſe of them. 
When it is ſaid, That God in all His A&ings 
deligneth His own Glory, we are to take notice, 
that the Glory He deligneth to Himſelf is not a 
Conlequent of, bur the ſelt-ſame thing with, the 
Iuſtration of His foreſaid PerfeQtions, and mak- 
ing them known and manifeſt in various Exer- 
tions and Exerciſes of them. The Glory He 
aims at, is, the making His Intelligent Creatures 
to feel in themſelves, and to obſerve in other + 
Beings, His Perfe&ions in their Productions, 
And *tis abſolutely impoſſible for any Creature, to 
give Glory to God otherwiſe, than by rendering 
His Glorious Perfe&tions more con{picuous, which 
are much Eclipled and Obſcured by the Sins of 
Men. In which ſence Sinners are ſaid to diſhos 
nour God, and to rob Him of His Glory, and to 
tura His Glory into Shame, Ha- 
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Having thus explain'd the Notion of giving 
Glory and Praiſe to God, I proceed to ſhew what 
is implied therein. And, 

Firſt, Ic implieth a #rong Belief of our being 
Principally obliged to God Almighty, for our De- 
liverances, with all other Bleſſings; and obliged 
to none but Him otherwiſe than as His lInſtru- 
ments. 

Secondly, A grateful Senſe of our Un{peakable 
Obligations ro Him. 

15, It impliech a trong Belief of our being prin» 
cipally Obliged co God for our Deliverances, &c. 
and to none but Him otherwiſe than as His Ina 
ſtrumeats. As thoſe who are acquainted with, 
and do believe the H. Scriptures, cannot doubcr bur 
that God is All in All co the whole Univerſe ; 
that the moſt excellent Creatures are perfectly 
dependent things, things immediately dependent on 
their Creator, both for their Well-being and cheir 
Continuance in being ; that all cheir Powers and 
Abilities are from Him, and preſerv'd by Him, 
ſo all hearry Theifts muſt acknowledg this, no- 
thing being more knowable by Natural Lighe. 
And therefore Tully ſtuck not to pronounce Epicu- 
rus an arrant Atheiſt, becaule tho' he profels'd to 
believe the Exiſtence of a God, he deny'd the 
[1- 
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Divine Providence, and that the Afﬀairs of Men 
are under His Care and Government. 

And as to Deliverances from Open Violence 
and Secret Conſpiracies, and Succeſles of War, 
nothing, is better known, than that the Pagans 
who retein'd any Senſe of Religion, have always 
alcrib'd them to the Protection and Aſſiſtance 
of their Gods, Even thoſe brutiſh Idolaters the 
Philiſtms, upon tle ſlaying of their great Enemy 
King Saul, and vanquilhing his Forces, did ſhew 
ro whom they acknowledg'd themſelves Obli- 
ved for this great Vi&ory, by putting bis Armour 
in the Houſe of their Gods, and faftning bis Head in the 
T emp/e of Dazon, 1 Chron. X. 10. 

2. Giving Glory and Praiſe to God for Delis 
verances and other Bleſſings, implieth a grateful 
Senſe too of our being Obliged to Him for them. 
The meer Belief hereof, I nced not ſay, isa moſt 
inſignificant thing without this. And 'tis equal- 
ly neceſſary to expreſs this Senſe , by Fraiſing 
Flim with joyful Lips, and by Laving to His Praiſe 
and Glory. Nor can we glorihe and praiſe Him 
With all our hearts, but by joyning thele two toge- 
ther. And therefore Offering Praiſe, and Ordering 
the Converſation aright, are conjoyn'd by the Pſalmiſt 


in the words following thoſe forecited ones, He 


that offereth Praiſe, Glorifieth Me. 
AS 
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As to the former of theſe Expreſſions of Gras 
titude, what Noble Strains do we find of Praiſe 
and Thankigiving, inthe H. Scriptwes, and e'pe- 
cially in the Pſalms ! As, Bleſs the Lord O mySoul, 
an a'l that is within me Bleſs His Holy Name. Bleſs 
the Lord, 1) my Soul, an. forget not all His Bencfr's. 
Who forgiveth all thine miqui:is, and bealeth all thy dis 
ſeaſes. Who redeemeth thy Life from deſtruftion, aud 
Crowneth thee with loving kndneſs and tender mercies, 
Plal. 103. beg. I will extoll Thee my God, O Kine, 
and T will. Bleſs Thy Name for ever and ever, Every 
day will T Bleſs Thee, and I will Praiſe thy Name for 
ever and ever, Great i the Lord, and greatly to be 
praiſed ; and His Greatneſs is unſearchable. One Ge- 
neration ſhall declare Thy Works to another, and ſhall 
Praiſe Thy mighty 4&s. I wiil ſpeak of the oloriows 
Honour of Thy Majeſty, and of Thy wondrous Works, 
And men ſhall ſpeak of the might of thy Terrible 4s, 
and I will declare Thy Greatneſs. They ſhall abundants 
ly utter the memory of Thy great Goodneſs, and ſhall 
Sing of Thy Righteouſneſs; Plal. 145. 1ſt to 7th V. 
And ſo he goes on admirably to the end of the 
Pſalm, 

But could we ſing God's Praiſes with the 
Tongues of Angels, we ſhall be far from Glori- 
fying Him, from giving Him the Glory due unto 
His Name, (as we are called upon todo) except 
we 
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we live them too; except we are led by the 
Great things God doth for us, to a more careful 
Oblervance of His Righteous Laws, The Prai- 
ſes of the Diſobedient do Him no Honour, ſince 
the Lives of ſuch do give the Lye to their 
Tongues. Such will never be beliey'd to Praiſe 
Ged in Earneſt, for it may well be concluded, 
that the Principle which will make a man Sin» 
cere in his Praiſes, muſt needs excite him to 
real Expreſſions of Thankfulnels, no leſs than 
Perbal ones. Ir is not to be imagin'd, that thoſe, 
who take bur little Care, to do what is acce- 
ptable in the Sight of God, and ſtick no: at wil 
fully and deliberately Ofending Him, can have 
any great Senſe of theic being much Obliged to 
Him. 

And God doth lay ſo great weight, upon be» 
ing glorified by our Lives, that this is His great 
deſign in obliging us as He doth. And we read 
particularly of Deliverances from our Enemies, that 
they are ſent us for this end, Luke 1. 74. That 
we beins delivered out of the hands of our Enemies, may 
ſerve Him without fear, in Holineſs and Rigkteouſ- 
neſs before Him, all the days of our Life. 

King David, upon his Deliverance (as 'tis very 
probable) from the imminent danger he was in 
from his Son Ab/alon, brake forth into ſuch Expreſ- 
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fins as theſe ; I love the Lord, becauſe He hath 
heard my Voice and my Supplication : Becauſe He hath 
mclin2d His Ear unto me, therefore will I call upon 
Him as long as T live. . | will lead a more devout 
and religious lite. Thou haſt delivered my Soul from 
death, mine Eyes from tears, and my Feet from falling, 
T will walk before the Lord in the land of the living. 
Or, therefore | will do fo; I will be more care- 
ſul chan ever, ro walk uprightly before Him. 
What ſhall Trender unto the Lord for all His Benefits 
towards me * I Will take the Cup of | Salvation, and call 
' upon the Name of the Lord. [T will pay my Vows unto the 
Lord, now in the preſence of all his People. O Lord, 
truly 1 am Thy Servant, I am Thy Seryant, Thou haſt 

looſed my Bonds, Or, by thy having ſet, me free 
. from the fear of mine Enemies, Thou haſt laid 
a new Obligation upon me, to be Thy Servanc, 
Thy faithful Servant, The J/raelites (as the P/al- 
miſt obſerves) remembred chat God was their Rock, 
and the High God their Redeemer ; and they remem- 
bred this in Songs of Praiſe to their Rock and 
Redeemer ; He had enough of thele from them ; 
but their Hearts wt, being upright With him, as it fol- 
lows, and they not being Sedfaſt in His Covenant, 
'tis ſaid, they flattered Him with their mouth, and 
lied unto Fim with their Lips. All their Thank(- 
giving Songs (and Sacrifices too) were of no bet- 
C ter 
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ter account with God than meer Mockeries, and 
were in themſelves no better. We our ſelves can 
have no better Opinion of the Thanks we re-- 
ceive from thoſe we have Obliged, tho' they are 
never fo ſolemn and ſeemingly hearty, when ac 
the ſame time we obſerve an Averſion in them, 
ro anſwer our reaſonable ExpeRations from 
them, 

Tho? we read of but one Fault charged upon 
that Excellent Prince Hezeſiab, namely, that his 
Heart was lifted up ; that he had a too high Opi- 
nion of himſelf, by means of his being magnified 
in the ſight of all Nations, upon the moſt Miracu- 
lous Deliverance which God had ſent him, from 
an irreſiſtible Invaſion ; yer, upon this ſmgle Aces 
count, he is ſaid not to have render'd according to the 
Benefits done unto him ; and it follows, that chere- 
fore there was Wrath upon him, and upon his People, 
2 Chron, 3.2. 25. Therefore God puniſh'd him, and 
took this occaſion to be very ſevere upon his Peo- 
ple, for former Provocations. And this leads me 
to ſhevw, 

2dly, That we are under a neceſſary (the moſt 
abſolutely neceſſary ) Obligation, to Praiſe the 
Lord our God with all our bearts, and to Glorifie Flis 
Name for evermore (as theſe Phraſes have been 
expounded) for all God's Bleffings in a 
an 
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and tor -Qur, Deliverances from aur Enemies in parti» 
cular, 
Twill nothereinliſt upon God's Command, whoſe 
Will and Pleaſure mult as ſuch be obey'd,but upon 
thoſe Reaſons on which this Command is founded. 
And'tholſe Reaſons do ſpeak this Duty, not ogly a 
Branch of Natural Religion, buras clearly diſcern- 
able to be a Nuty of che moſt indilpenſable necel: 
ſity, at firſt ſight, as is any corporeal Object appa- 
rent to our o#/ward Senſes : So that no man in his 
Wits can doubt, whether he be bound to glorifie 
God both with his Lips, and by his Life, for the 
great Expreſſions of His Goodnels to him. 
Now the Reaſons on which our Obligation 
hereto is grounded, over and above the Command 
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of God; ,and which are the Foundation of God's 


willing to, be glorified by us, are thele two, 
1. Thus'to do is the moſt comely, the moſt fit, 
juſt, and goad thing in it ſelf. 
-.'2., It.is the moſt beneficial and good thing for us. 
| +. 'L, *Tis the molt comely, the moſt fit, juſt, and 
200d thing in it ſelf. Praiſe i comely, [aith the P/al- 
miſt, Pſa. 1 47. 1. And Praiſe is comely for the Up- 
right, Pf. 23..% Gratitude is highly becoming, 
meet, fit, and good in its own nature, without con- 
ſidering it as an Inſtance of Obedience. And we 
have every whit as lovely an Idea of Gratitude, as 
| C 2 = 
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we have of Obedience, not to fay a more lovely, 
Graticude being the Principle of the moſt tovely 
Obedience. Tis as disbecoming and unjuſt, on the 
other hand, to be weratefnl, as to be dilobedient. 
[ mean, the Notion of Ingratitude fpeaks it to be 
as unjuſt and vile a thing, abſtraively conſider'd, 
as the Notion of Diſobedience, ſoconſider'd, ſpeaks 
it ſo to be. It is indeed commonly ſaid, Such a one 
is nt bound in Juſtice to do this or: that, but he is in 
Gratitude. 1 cannot ſay this is diſhoneſt dealing, but 
tis diſingenuous. But we do ill to diſtinguiſh be. 
tween Juſtice and Gratitude, and between Diſin- 
genuity ' and downright Diſhoneſty, otherwiſe 
than by making Graticude a diſtin&t Species of Ju- 
ſtice, and Diſingenuity of Diſhoneſty and Inju- 
ſtiee. 'Theſe differ only as one is rnore Compres 
henſive than the other, Whatſoever is an [nſtance 
of Ingratitude, is ſo likewiſe of Injuſtice ; tho? 
every [nſtance of Injuſtice is not ſo of Ingratitude:: 
And no man can doubt, that *tis Unjuſt to be Un- 
grateful, ſince it cannot be queſtion'd whether 
it be Injuſtice to deny a Due ; but Gratitude is dye 
(naturally due) to every BenefaQor : for which rea» 
ſon Kindneſles are call'd Obligations. He who is 
Bountiful or Merciful to us, hath by ſo being a 
Right to our Thankfulneſs and hearty Endea- 
yours to ſerye and pleaſe him. There is no Noz 
tion 
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tion that more ſeems to be born with us than this, 
tho* we nevertheleſs need to be minded of it, or to 
have it impreſt upon us; ſo Corrupt is Human 
Nature. And, next to a Senſe of Pleaſure and 
Pain, we diſcover none more early than a Senſe 
of Gratitude : Nay, we diſcern in ſome Brutes 
that which is as like it, as an Fgg to an Egg. 
And as Solomon: [ent the Sluggard to School to the 
poor Piſmire, to learn Induſtry ; ſo may the Dos of 
the Ungratetul man, teach him Gratitude, 

Now, if Love, Thankfulneſs, and Obedience are Du- 
ties neceſ{arily reſulting from the Relations of Fa- 
thers, Benefactors, and-Deliverers, how much of 
thoſe muſt needs be due to the infinitely-beſt of 
ſuch ! His Right to them inthe higheſt degree is 
ſo.neceſlary, that He can no more quit or {urreng 
der it, than it can be taken from Him. He can- 
not Will to forgo this Right, any more than He 
can ceaſe to be what He is, both in Himſelf, and 
in reference to His Creation, ContradiCtions are 
not Obje&s of Power, and therefore not of the 
Divine Power. And farther, ſetting aſide the 
Divine Will in this Caſe, God cannor give us lis 
berty not to Gloritie Him, becauſe this would be 
to ſeparate between things Eſſentially inſeparable; 
which to ſuppoſe poſlible, is a monſtrous Cone 
tradiCtion, 

2. The 
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2. The other Reaſon on which this Duty is 
founded ; this, of Praifing God with all our hearts, 
and Glorifying Eis Name for evermore, for our Deli- 
verances, Cc. 1s, that thus to dos as good-fot us, 
and that neceſſarily, as it is juſt, fir, and good in 
itſelf. So that God muſt leave oft ro be concern- 
ed for the Happinels of his Creatures, according, 
ro their Natural Capacities of Happineſs, (which 
ſo infinitely Good a Being cannot do) ſhould He 
ceale to Oblige us hereunto, 

Now the Sun at Noon is not more clearly viſi- 
ble than ir is evident to al, whoſe Underſtand- 
ings are not blinded with vile Aﬀections, that 
there is the moſt neceſſary Connexion between 
our Intereſt, and the Conſciencious diſcharge -of 


Mis Duty ; even our Intereſt relating to both 


Worlds. And that we-mult be wtterly unqualis 
hed for the Heavenly Happinels, and as incapable 
of all true Self-enjoyment on thir ſide Heaven, 
and ſhall have much more of the Btutiſh' (nay, 
the wor/e than Brutiſh) than of the Human Nature, 
while the Bleſſings which are ſo heaped upon us, 
do not ſo afteCt us, as to-engage us tolive-to the 
Praiſe of that Good-God, whohas'ſo highly Meri- 
red at our Flands. a } SATOLR 
Nothing is more plainly or eaſily demonſtra* 
ble than this, as nothing hath been ofrener; ormore 
Abune 
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Abundantly demonſtrated. Bur good Men need 
not demonſtrarions of it; this is Self-evident to all 
ſuch : Which may well excufe me from entring 
now upon ſo copious an Argument, tho' my time 
would permit me, as it will not. 

Now, to make Application of what hath beer 
diſcours'd to the preſent Occaſion, Is it poſſible we 
ſhould any of us be difficultly perſwaded, upon 
ſuch a Deliverance as God has now again given 
us, to make theſe words of the Devour Kmg our 
own, or to repeat them with that /en/e of the Di- 
vine Goodnels, which he expreſled inthem ? Twill 
praiſe Thee, O Lord my God, with all my heart, and I wiil 
glorifie Thy Name for evermore ; for great is Thy Mercy 
towards me, and towards my King and Country, in 
that Thou haſt delivered our Souls from going down into the 


Pit, Is it poſſible, I ſay, we ſhould not readily and 


cheerfully thus do for ſuch a Deliverance as this * 

1. And, in the firſt place, ſince ſo doing ſuppo: 
ſerch an hearty Acknowledgment of God's being 
the Author of it, can we think much of doing Him 
this Honour, which is the very leaſt we can do Him 
for it ? 

Ic may be cenſur'd as no good Mamers to ask any 
of thoſe this Queſtion, who have now been joyn- 
ing inthe Praiſes of God for this Deliverance ; and 
[ doubt it may be de/ervedly ſo cenlur'd, did we not 
00 
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too well know. that nothing is more common 
than mere formal Addreſſes to Almighty God, and 
drawing near to Fdim with our Lips, when our Hearts are 
far from Him, With which great Hypocrihe, the 
Prophet, in His Name, charged even the genera'i- 
ty of his Country-men, as devout Worſhipers, as 
they would have been thought to be, of the God 
of Iſrael, 

And, I would to God that the incomparably 
greater number of our Country-men, be not as 
chargeable herewith as the 1/raelites then were, 
alchs che Religion we profeſs ſo much excels theirs! 

And as to the great Sin of Infidelity, I wiſh ir 
could be ſaid, that it does much lels prevail among 
65, (tho' we allcall our ſelves Chriſtians) than it did 
among the Jews, even in the Sadducean Age. Burt 
however, we mult give a better demonſtration of 
our ſincerely profeſſing our Obligation to G1d for 
this Great Deliverance, than our complyance with 
Authority in the obſervance of this day. 

In ſome Occurrences the Hand of God appeareth 
much more plainly than in others. We ought to bes 
lieve it to be in all, but it isto be ſeenin ſome ; ſo that 
thoſe who diſcern it not, muſt ſhut their Eyes on 
purpoſe that they may not, And among theſe may 
this Deliverance be well reckon'd; as, I hope, 


"will appear anon. 
But 
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But there have been in the World, ſuch wilul- 
ly.Blind and Perverle Peaple, as would not ac- 
knowledg God's Hand, no, not-inche moſt incon- 
teſtable Miracles. Such were thole of whom the 
Prophet complain'd, Thar they regarded nat the Work 
of the Lord, neither conſidered the Operation of His Hand. 
And thoſe of whom the P/almiſt ſaich, That they 
underſtood not God's Wonders m Egypt. And, whar 
ſtrange Examples were thole of this Perverlenels, 
who had ſo many of the moſt Wonderful Miracles, 
wrought by our Saviour and His Apoſtles, before 
their. Eyes, and-yet beliewd not ! 

; .Ordinanily-the Divine Concurrence with the 
free Actings of Men, and with natural Agents, is 
not fo diſcernible as that we areable to lay, this 
is the Divine Parr of the Eyenat, and that the Hu- 


mane, or merely Natural ; tho' right Reaſon, as 


well as the Divine Oracles, will not fo exclude 
God-iout of any Event, as to make Him a mere 
SpeRator thereof, or a bare Permictet of any 
more in it, than what is morally Evil. For the No- 
tion of God's being the Wile Governour, as well 
as Maker of the World, (which is; evidenc from 
the Improvement of Natural Reaſon; as well as 
from: Revelation ; and thexefore taught, by - the 
Pagan Philoſophers, as well as by the Jewiſh and Chri- 
fian Divines) will not admicot His being wholly 
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Unconcera'd inany Occurrence whatſoever ; ſince 
very great things may be occaſion'd, and very fre» 
quently have been, by as ſmall and.inconſiderable 
ones. 
NM. [ ay, there are Occurrences, and'ſuchas (ſtrit- 
} a of %; "ly ſpeaking) may not be called: Miractes, which 
95,4 taveſuch Circumſtances belonging to them, thac. 
an Impartial Conſiderer of chem, muſt neceſſzrily 
ſee a Special Providence, and God's more imme» 
diate Hand in them. And thele are fo far from 
being Rarities, that all Ages and Countries haye 
abounded with them. Nay, I'queſtion, whether 
there be any one ſingle Perſon, who: hath not ex 
perimented ſeveral [uch relating to bim/elf, But 
as to Publick and National [nftances of this kind; 
how full are the Beſt. Hiſtorians of.cthem !. 

To confine our ſelves to Deliverances of Kings 
and their People, out of great Calamicies, or from 
imminent Dangers of falling into ſuch : Who, for: 
Example, can queſtion whether there was an Ex- 
traordinary Divine Hand; in the Raiſing of Cyrus 
for the Deliverance of the Jews from their Seventy 
Years Captivity, tho' he were an utter Stranger to 
Iſaiah's Prophecy (in which he is foretold by Name 
as their Deliverer, above T wo hundred years bes. 
fore he was in being) if hehath read Twlly's Prince 
of Hiſtozians Herodotus, or Xenophon, or Juſtin *In 


whole. 
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whoſe Accounts of Cyrus's Birth, and Preſervation 
from being Butcher'd as ſoon as Born, by the Com- 
mandment of his Grandfather Aſtyages, and of the 
moſt wonderful Fortune that all-alonp atrended 
him, from a poor Shepherd's Boy, to his Advance- 
ment to a Mighty Empire, tho' remember nor 
one Miracle recorded in his Story, yer ſo long a Se- 
ries of Marvelous Events as we find therein, muſt 
needs have made the obſervers of them conclude 
him to be the immediate Care of Heaven, in order 
tothe Accompliſhmear of ſome Glorious Deſign. 
There was no Miracle neither, in the Jews De- 
liverance from the Curied Deſign of proud Haman, 
butthere was a concurrence of ſuch Happy Events 
for the bringing it about, as ſpake it to be the Pe- 
culiar Work of God, as evidently every whit, as if 
it had been the Atchievement.of many Miracles. 
But becaule I want time to enlarge upon Exam- 
ples of this nature, T'le content my ſelf ro mention 
but two or three more, which ſhall be Deliveran- 

ces of our own Kings, Church and People. 
There was nothing properly Miraculous in the 
Diſcovery of the Helliſh Poxder Plot, bur ir being 
brought to light by fuch very Strange Means, 
(which I hope few of usare [gnorant of) and fo 
very late, that had it been delay'd but fome Hours 
Ignger, the Aﬀtoniſhing Blow would have given 
D 2 the 
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the firſt News of it, even Cardinal Bellarmin was (0 


affected wich the Conſtderation of thele things, as 
to acknowledge to the World that he looked -0n 
this Deliverance, as no lels than Miraculous. 

The Deliverance of King Charles 11 from: his 
Twelve years Baniſhment, and of his Kingdoms 
trom Arbitrary Government, Oppreſlion, and 
Confuſion, had, no Miracle neicher accompanying 
ic, but ſo great a number of the moſt Surprizing 
things, all of a ſuddain follow'd upon the neck of 
each other, till they had made way for the King's 
Eaſie Return, even without the Effuſton of a drop 
of Blood, through the moſt inconquerable difficul- 
ties, that the Divine Power, Wilcom and Good- 
neſs were {carcely leſs eminently viſible therein, 
than if no Human Means had contributed-towards it. 

And what are we tothink /ef of our Late Delis 
verance from Popery and Slavery, and as [caring a 
Proſpect, as ever People had ? Surely the, moſt 
Egregious Folly of the. Jeſuites Counlels, -as ; cuns 
ning ſhrewd Fellows as the World, to that-time, 
had-long accounted them: The ftrong-Impreſſions 
which were upon the Minds of Great Men Abroad, 
even of both-Religions, to. Aſliſt-in Promoting 
this Deliverance: The Unanimous Agreement of 
ſo many of different Sentiments at Home, to the 
utmoſt to put to their helping Hand : The loclgle 
Con» 
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Concealment of ſo Hazardous a Deſign,which:ſo 
many were Privy to: The Ordering of the Wind : 

The ſtrange diſpiriting of choſe who (humanely 

ſpeaking) had Power, as well as Will, abundantly 

enough co defear this Deſign : Theſe, with many 

things more, are demonſtrations that this Mighty 

Deliverance was no le(s the Work of the Almigh- 

ty God, than that of the 1/raelites at the Red Seag 
tho” it was not properly and Ftriftly Miraculous, as 
that was. 

| may well add to this; the Deliverance of poor 
Ireland afterwards,out of the moſt deplorable Cir- 
cumſtances, . it having been brought about by fo 
many moſt Signal Events, as are enough to make 
a good Volume. 

After the (elt-ſame manner, that Tully ridicul'd 
the mad'Epicurean Hypotheſis of the World's be- 
ing form'd'by a lncky jumblement of Atoms, may 
our Infidels imputing ſuch Deliverances to mere 
fortunate:Chances, be expos'd to the Laughter of 
all; who are'but a remove or two from 1diots. .* 

And we have great realon, to reckon the Deli- 
verance we are now. Commemorating,among the 
*foremention'd. The Hand of God lo appears in 
this,that no Thanks are due for it,to either any Hu- 
mane Power or Policy. The happy Diſcovery of - 


the Hozrible Deſign co Aſlaſſinare-our Gracious 
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Sovereign, and to back his Murther with a power- 
ful Invaſion, together with a mighty Aſliſtance 
from the Combin'd Forces of 'Paprſts, and a ſtrange 
ſort of Proteſtants among ourlelves ; I ſay, the mere 
Diſcovery hereof was our Deliverance, like that of 
the Gunpowder Treaſon : Which (by the way) was 
in ſome reſpects the leſs dangerous of the two, viz. 
&s none bur Papiſts were engag d in this, and there 
was no Diviſion among Proteſtents at that time ; 
and we had then nothing ſo formidable an Enemy 
to our Neighbour, as we have now. 

As to the Travedy now to be Afted, there was 
late notice from Abroad of great French Prepara- 
tions, bur nogreat Apprehenſion from them of a 
Deſign to invade us, till che Aſſaſſinating Part was 
brought to light. And the Circumſtances of the 
diſcovery hereof are ſuch, as ſpeak it the Lord's do- 
ing, And indeed without the knowledg of thoſe 
Circumſtances (which may hereafter be more ful- 
ly publiſh'd) whoſoever believesa Providence ſys 
perintending the Aﬀairs of the World, - will think 
ie-bighly rexſonable co impute this'Diſcovery to a 
Secret Impulſe from Him, whohath the hearts of 
«ll Men in His Hand, (as the Wiſe Man ſaith of the 
hearts of Kings) and tueth them «8 the Rivers of 
Water. And to'what can we aſcribe fo certainly 
the bringing fo hight ſuch a bidden Wark of darknefs as 


this 
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this was, and which was ſo very {hrewdly laid,aso 
His Special Providence, from whom there is no dark- 
neſs, nor ſhadow of death, (to uſe Elibu's words) where 
the Workers of Iniquity may hide themſelves ? Since no+ 
thing is more worthy of Infinire Goodnels, thanro 
take the ywſt ſpecial Care of thoſe, ro whom is come 
mitted the Care of Whole Nations ; and who are 
the Greateſt Inſtruments of Good to Mankind ; as 


all good Kings are. And never did the Welfare of 


any People in the World more neceſſarily (under 
God) depend upon the Lite of their King, than 
does Ours at this time (as our Enemies well know) 
upon the Preſeryation of his Life, who (not as qur 
Conquerour, bur for having been the Glorious [n- 
ſtrument of our Deliverance) now Reigns over us. 
And who'that is a hearty Afeertor of the Divine 
Providence, can find in his heart to impute an E- 
yent of ſo Mighty a conſequence as this is,to God's 
bare Permiſſion, (ince he knows that the moſt in/ig- 
nificant and trivial matters can't come topals with- 
our it ? 

And as tothe Invaſion, whata PROvIDENCE was 
itsthat the Wind ſhould ſo conſtantly blow, for, I 
think, near a Quarter of a Year together, and in 
the. Winter too, from ſuch Points of the Com- 
paſs, as that the Squadroy defign'd for the Me- 
diterranean, could not ſtir | Which if ic had = 

within 
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wirhiri that time, our Iſland had been left nakedof 
all Defence. I am ſure'we concluded this ſtay of 
thoſe Ships, a very Unhappy Providence; and that it 
boded extremely ill ro us, whereas'it prov'd to be 
the Happieſt we could have wiſh'd for. Little did 
we imagine that now God had ſent us another 
Proteſtant Wind, To nothing better than moſt 
Stupid Infidelity can che not ſeeing God's imme 
diate Hand in this, be attributed by us, 

But, God be chanked, no Body would he nes 
ver {0 fain, cati-now be lo flupid or pervetle;' as 
to have "the leaſt dorbt) of -everr the baſeſt and 
moſt barbarous part of this Conſpiracy ; ; as many as 
at firſt would have had it a Sham ;'"'it being eoftels 
led; under their hands; by two of thoſe three Pa- 
piſts who have Stffer'd for! it, and not denied-/by 
che third 3 tho” they could not have Wanted Ab- 
ſolution , bad they "Proteſted moſt ſolemnly in 
their Old Form; That they knew no-more of it than 
the Child unborn; Bur all they/ Attempted was, the 
Clearing their King from having any hand in ic. 
And how did they this ? 'They- only affirm'd, thac 
they ſaw not, nor knew of any Commiſſion fram 
him for it. And'this they might truly affirm in the 
ſtri&t ſence of the word | Know }] if-they had ne- 

ver ſeen it; tho' it had been never ſo well A4tteſted 
to them, But thoſe little underſtand what a Papiſt 
is, 
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is, who can think the Conſcience of any of them 
ſo ſtrait laced, as to fcruple ſo ſmall an Equivoca- 
tion as this, to (erve {o highly meritorious a pur- 

poſe, as the wiping oft ſuch a horrible Scanda' 
from a King ſo Bigotred to the Church of Rome, 
as to part with three Kingdoms for her ſake. Bur 
'tis a Jeſt which no Sealible Man can foi bear (mi- 
ling ac, chat there ſhould bs a Commiſſion for an 
Invaſion, but nz for that on which their Hopes 
of Succeſs did ſo much depend, 

2. In the ſecond place, ſince the Hand of God 
is ſo Apparent in this Deliverance, let us not only 
Acknovwledg ic, which (as hath been ſaid) is the 
leaſt Honour we can do Him for it, but lerus moſt 
Grateſully Acknowledg it. And ler us expreſs our 
Gratitude, by Praiſmg our Great and moſt Merci- 
ful Deliverer with all our hearts, and Glorifying His 
Name for evermore, in the full fence which hath 
been given of theſe Phraſes, Let us exprels ir by 
crying out, with the ſame holy Man, 0 Magnific 
the Lord with me, and let us Exalt His Name toge- 
ther ; By adapting the Doxology of the Mother 
of our Lord hereto, My Soul doth Magnifie the Lord, 
and my Spirit doth Rejoyce in God my Saviour ; And, 
above all, by more fearing to offend Him, and 
more delighting to pleaſe Him, for the time to 
come ; this being the great End and Deſign of 
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Deliverances particularly, as hath been ſhew'd:: 
And God Almighty having told us the ſame 
thing, P/al. 50. 15. Twill deliver thee, and thou ſhalt 
Glorifie Me. And [ need not repeat ir, that the Re» 
forming of our Lives is abſolutely neceſſary ro our 
Gloritying of God, Cercaialy, a very little Inge- 
nuiry will conſtrein- us to theſe Exprefſions of 
Thankfulnels, if we well confider, 

Firſt, What our Deliverance is. 

Secondly, Whar lictle Reaſon, we had now, of any 
time, to expect ſuch a Deliverance. 

1, If we well conſider, what our Deliverance 
is, and therefore ſeriouſly Refle&t upon what we 
are deliver'd from, we {hall be preſently latisfied, 
that no People under Heaven ever had a Greater, 
Had our Enemies Accompliſh'd their Horrid Des 
ſign, upon the Royal Perſon of our Sovereign, 
How would our Faces have gathered Blackneſs! 
With what Fearfu'nrſs and Trembling ſhould we have 
been ſeiz'd, upon the dreadful Out-cry, The 
King 1s Murther'd ! The King is Pur- 
ther'd ! And how would our Hearts have failed us 
for fear, and for looking after the things that were coming 
upon us! And: what Horrour and Afſtoniſhment 
would have filled all'Places, uponthe Ruſhing in 
of ſo many Thouſands of Bloody French, joyn'd 
with an Army. of Unnatural Engliſh ! 

Then 
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Then would our Streets have Rung with as 
doletul Moan, as thatof the Prophet Jeremy, upon 
the Babylonians invading his Country : My Bowels ! 
My Bowels ! I am pained at the <very heart ; my heat 
maketh a noiſe m me, I cannot bold. my peace ; becauſe 
thou haſt heard, O my Soul, the Sound of the Tyumper, 
the Alarm of War ; Deſtruttion upon Deſtruftion is 
Crzed. And like thar of Iſaiah, in the name of 
Jeruſalem, upon the Aſſyrian Invahon ; Look away 
from me, 1 will weep bitterly, becauſe of the Spoiling of 
the Daughter of my People : For it ts a day of trouble, 
and of treading down, and of perplexity by the Loyd of 
Hoſts. And what frighttul SpeCtacles ſhould we 
have been forced to behold, while our ſelves were 
not among thoſe Spectacles! Such as derd Bodies 
covering our Streets, and Blood running down the Ken- 
nels : Onr Houſes all on a Flame: The Raviſhnig of 
Wives and Daughters ; and f]] manner of Salvage 
Outrages. 

And ſhould an entire Conqueſt at laſt have been 
made of us; which, conſidering all our Circum- 
ſtances (not now to be mention'd) would, in the 
Eye of Reaſon, have been incvitable, withour 
God Almighty's Wonderful Interpoling, and been 
but a ſhort Work too, our Religion, Liberty, Pro» 
perty, every thing valuable and worth the keeps 
ing, would for ever have taken leaye of the Surz 
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vivers of thoſe Calamities ; and of how many 
ſucceeding Generations alſo, God only knows. For 
who needs be told, that Tyranny and Cruelcy 
are inſeparable from Popery, whereſoever it has 
its full Swing, and is under no Reſtreint; and 
nothing in Nature is more Evident, thag that now 
ic would be fo. For, at leaſt, our Proteſtant Allys 
muſt undoubtedly in a little time, have drank as 
deep as our ſelves, of the ſame Bitter Cup. 

And now, to digreſs a while, could our Reſtleſs 
Proteſtant Country-men, who have long d for no- 
thing more than the Downfal of this Government 
(as Ealte as they might, if they would, live under 
ir) could they bave hoped that this Bittereſt of 
Cups ſhould have paſt from them * We know they 
more than hoped it, they preſumed it would, or they 
could never have adventur'd to Engage with Po- 
piſh Foreigners, and the molt deadly Enemies in 
the World ro England, in ſuch a Conſpiracy. But 
never was Faith built upon ſuch fooliſh Evidence. 
For, if we can be certain of any Futurity, we may 
be of this, that, bad their Deſign proſper'd, they 
would have been fo far from not being involv'd 
in the ſad Circumſtances of the Friends of this 
Government, that they muſt have been the moſt 
Wretched People among us. And therefore, if 
any have more cauſe than others, to Praiſe God 
for 
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for this Deliverance, theſe have myſt of any ; All 
of them that ſhall be ſo Fortunare, as to Eſcape 
the Hand of Juſtice. 

For, how Miſerable muſt thoſe be, who have 
not Abandon'd all Concern for their Native 
Country (which, I ſhould think, none of chem 
can, ſhould they never ſo much endeavour it) 
when, upon obſerving the Miſeries they have 
brought upon it, they would be forced to take up 
that Cry of Fools, Nox Putaram, T could never have 
thought it ; and when they ſhould have no better 
Cordial for-the allaying of cheir Grief, than them» 
ſelves and their Families faring no better than their 
Neighbours. 

And that they could not, is every whit as cer- 
tain, as that Proteſtants Merits can have no other 
Influence upon Papiſts, than to raiſe Lavghrer, 
whenſoever they are wholly at the mercy ot their 
Ingenuity : And as certain roo, as that nothing 
bur Intereſt can oblige Papiſts, co keep faith with Hee 
reticks. And theſe mens Greateſt Maſter may fartis- 
fie them, that againſt what he ſhall pleaſe to call 
his Intereſt, he cannot be oblig'd (no, not by the 
moſt Solemn Oaths at the Holy Altar) not to 
break faith with his Brother Catholicks. The Moſt 
Catholick King well knows to his Colt, what hold 
ſuch Cords as thoſecan have, of his Msſ# Chriſtian 
Majeſty. But 
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But as to theſe Gentlemens Great Merits, on 
which they have- built ſuch mighty Confidence, 
how ſanguine are they in taking it for granted, 
chat their After-game would be better Remembred 
than their having had no Concern for their King, 
when chey might, poſſibly, have kepr him upon 
his Throne ! Nay, that ic would -be better Res 
membred than their having been ſo very Angry 
with him, for his Arbitrary Proceedings; or rather 
(to ſpeakplain truth) for his not employing them- 
elves in advancing Prerogative above Law ; and 
for his having ſo forgot their former Merits, as to 
kick them off, to receive the Fanaticks in their 
room. And, once more, how came they by their 
Confidence, that this their After-game mult needs 
be better Remembred, than their Rejoycing, as 
much as others at the Prince's Landing ; and chan 
their being ſo willing to have K. James ſhackled, 
and made a kind of Dove of Venice * Not to go far- 
ther in the Demerits of [ome of the Chieteſt of 
them, as they know I might. - 

[ wiſh theſe People could have look'don their 
Dark, as well as on their Bright fide, and then 
have thought with themſelves what Darlings th 
are like to be, when a View ſhall be taken of 
both rogether, or rather of their Dark ſide only. 
And all but themſelves muſt needs call to mind 
endugh 
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enough to conclude, that their [{-deſervings will 
be beſt Remembred, when there's no farther oc» 
caſjon for their Service; as there would have been 
none in a little time. 

Whar I have ſaid, is upon a charitable Suppoſli- 
tion, that, for the completing of their Merits, they 
would not (at leaſt Generally) be prevail'd with 
to Renounce their Religion ; bur 'ris eaſie to think 
that whoſoever ſhould thus late be perſwaded to it, 
his Motives thereto would be ſo well underſtood, 
as that *cxvould ſtand him in bur liccle ſtead. Nor 
to mention how dear he muſt expe&t to pay for 
his Apoſtaſy inthe Other World, 

Bur indeed, half an Eye may ſee, that under a 
French Conqueſt, will be Crime enough to be 
an Engliſh Man ; and that ſhould K. James be ne» 
ver ſo willing to ſhew favour co his Subjects, be 
would have none to ſhew favour to. Thar, arbe/?, 
the Power of a Vice-Roy muſt then Content him. 
Who can queſtion this, that hath not forgot, how 
very ſhort his Power was of a /ice-Roys in Ireland, 


and that Lauzune made all the Figure there ?* #47 Zrieft- vb? wm 


And now let theſe Gentlemen take it for a great 
Givility, to be addreſs d to in no harder words chan 
thoſe of K. Solomon, How long, ye Simple ones, will 
you love Simplicity? Or of his Royal Father's, Ye 
Fools, When will ye be Wiſe * When will you be 
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made ſenſible, how deſtru&ive to all Humane 
Society, the Principles are, on which you have 
founded your Flaming Loyalcy ? When will you 
be Convinc'd of the Pernicious Folly of ſuch an 
Extravagant Notion of - Paſſive Obedience, as 
levels a Legal with the moſt Arbitrary Conſticus 
tion ; as makes Laws not worth a Straw, one 
jot longer than the Prince pleaſes ; as hath nor the 
leaſt ſhadow of Truth, except inſtead of Kings 
being made for People, People are made to be 
wholly ſubjected to the Lults of Kings ; to Abuſe 
them, Haraſs and Plague them, and do what 
they [i with them? Which ro ſuppoſe, would 
ſpeak God Almighty /ach a Being, as that 'twould 
be even a leſs horrid Blaſphemy, boldly to affirm 
He hath no Being. 

[ am ſure, much more than enough hath been 
written ſince this Happy Revolution, ro make 
theſe Friends of ours ſenſible, not only how Falſe 
their Principles of Government are, but alſo how 
fatally Miſchievous and DeſtruQtive, I pray God 
their Eyes may at length be open'd ; and I ſhould 
think that now is the time for ir, if ever they. be. 

The leſs Innocent of them do well deſerve to 
have thoſe words of the Prophet apply'd. ro them, 
Let favour be ſhewed to the Wicked, yet Will. he not 
learn Righteouſneſs; and Will not behold the Majeſty 
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of the Lord, Lord, when Thine Hand is lifted up, they 
will not ſee, but they ſhall ſee and be zſhamed, &c. Or 
they ſhall ſee when *ris too late for ſeeing ro do 
them Service. Bur chuſe rather to pive them 
the neceſſary Advice of Our Bleſſed Saviour, Sin 
0 more, leſt a worſe thing come unto you, And ler 
them thank God with all cheir Hearts, that he 
hath done infinitely berter now for them, than 
what they had done for themſelves, if He had nor 
defeated their molt Deſperate Deſign. 

2. In order to our being the more Aﬀected 
with the Greatnels of our Deliverance, let us not 
only refle&t upon what Mileries we are deliver'd 
from, but likewiſe conſider what lictle Realon we 
had now (we had now of any time) roexpect from; 
Him ſuch a Deliverance. Had we, [ beleech you. 
made ſuch Returns for our late ſo wonderful 2 
one, as reaſonably to hope for {uch another. 
ſhould we again need it ? Alas, alas! never was 
aur Good God worle Required for any Delivez 
rance, than He hath been for that, So that we 
had all che reaſon in the World to fear, that (as 
He threarned the [ſraelites, Jude.x. 13.) Fle would del! 
ver us 10 more ; and yet we are not only again reſcu-' 
ed from a worle than Fg yptian Bondage, but allo 
deliver'd from being ſo much as Scared with the 
[Imminent Danger we were in again of falling 
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under it. What ſhall we ſay to this? Whar 
other Account can be given of it, but that of the 
| Son of Sirach, As s God's Mafeſty, ſo is His Mercy. 

[ ay, our former Deliverance, as Amazing as 
ic was, Was (to our Infinite Shame) very ſoon 
forgotren ; and that notwithſtanding many very 
ſtrange and moſt (urprizing Providences, in order 
to the more completing thereof. And notwith» 
ſtanding the ſevere Scourges we have (ince met 
with, for our horrible [ngcaticude, we bave till 
perſiſted therein, as if we had a mind to provoke 
God Almighty, to become no lel[s our Enemy, 
than He had been our Friend. But it an Aﬀect- 
ing Senle of the Dreadful things we have been 
deliver'd from, be not now reviv'd'; and (where- 
as we apparently grew a Worle People, after that 
Deliverance, having begun to be a Better, while 
the Rod was upon /ome of us, and hung over us 
all ) if there be now no Viſible Reformation ; if 
Debauchery and Profaneneſs ſhall abound/among 
the Friends of this Government as much as ever ; 
if thoſe who have been Infidels in cheir Principles, 
or ſuch in Practice (living without God in the 
World,and diſacknowledging Him in their Ways) 
{hall be generally fo fill; if Pride and Vanity, a 
dear Love of the World, Fa&tiouſnels, and baſe 
Selfhneſs, or the preference of our Perſonal or 
Pri- 
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Private Intereſts, before the Intereſt of the Pub- 
lick (of the Church and State) ſhall reign as much 
as ever ; if Religion ſhall hold on ar ſo very low 
an ebb, as it is now at (ay, and the Old Engliſh Ho- 
weſty roo, God knows) ; if Diviſions and Animoſj- 
ties, Emulation and Strife do not now abate ; if 
we continue ſo Unconcern'd for each others Wel- 
fare, while our God ſo concerns Himſelf for all 
our Welfares; if neither the Wrath of our Ene- 
mies, nor our repeated Deliverances from their 
Wrath, can Reconcile us to God, nor to 016-ano» 
ther : And, laſtly, whereas we have at length 
obtain'd an Excellent Law, againſt profane Swea- 
ring and Curling, (which, I fear, begins al:eady 
to (ignifie much Jeſs than it did at firſt) if there be 
not henceforth an Hearty Zeal for a more tho- 
row Reformation ; I ſay, if this Great Delive- 
rance ſhall do no more than paſt Deliverances. to- 
wards the making us a more Honeſt, a more Sober, 
a better Natur'd, and a more Religious People ; 
and I think fit to add too, if a Sober and Diſcreet 
Uſe be not madeof it ; as much as good Men Re- 
Joyce in it, they will rejoyce with trembling to think, 
what things may yet be reſerv'd for our Church and 
Nation, after all the Extraordinary and nex:t to 
Miraculous Appearances of God for &:h, 
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"Foil not then be our Ailbcining i 
-of the King and of each other; from \ which we 


may reaſonably promiſe much to/ourtelves ; bue 
if we ſhall /till vs to be Reformed, the Prophet's $ 
[ronical Apoſtrophe to the Afſyrians, will as well 
fic us ; Aſſociate Jou ſe elves, O ye People, and yt (hall 
be broken in pieces, Ha. 8.9. Andbelides, thete'is 
no Relying upon the beſt Security wicked men can 
g1Ve us. 

I will leave with you, part of the 13thand 1 4th 
Verſes of the:gth of Ezra, and ſo conclude: See-
